G enerosity of th e S em isavage E sk im o s 
of A rctic Siberia. 
P robably no m ore clannish—an d un 
selfish—people exist than the natives 
of the arctic coast of Siberia, th e low- 
est type of semi savage Eskimos. 
They 
are ever thin kin g of one another’s w el­ 
fare, a nd lf one comes Into possession 
of an ything of value he never thinks 
of keeping it for himself, but calls 
the other m em bers of tile tribe to share 
with him. 
If a w hale is taken or a 
polar bear, caribou or w alrus is killed 
the m eat is divided among all the 
igloos. 
E ven d u rin g the bord w inter, 
when there is a shortage of food, if a 
seal is brought in by some fortunate 
h u n ter the m e a t and blubber are eq ual­ 
ly distributed. 
F o u r men from E a st Cape, th e SI 
berlan 
side of B ering strait, 
w ere 
taken aboard the w hale ship N arw hal 
to m ake up th e boat crew s for w haling 
in the Arctic. 
All through the sum m er 
season they rem ained aboard the ves­ 
sel, doing th eir sh are of the perilous 
and w earisom e work. 
W hen the ves­ 
sel retu rned to E a s t Cape on its w ay 
south th e captain m ade a pile of flour, 
sugar, hard bread, calico, tobacco, car­ 
tridges, needles and thread, ten, m atch ­ 
es—-everything 
d ear 
to 
the 
Eskimo 
heart. 
It w as th eir wages, and th e E s­ 
kimos w ere proud o f their wealth. 
T he w alrus hide canoes cam e along­ 
side, a nd the four men w ere taken 
ashore with their riches. 
At the w a ­ 
ter’s edge every article w as delivered 
to w aiting hands, an d w hen tile men 
who had Worked all sum m er for these 
necessaries and luxuries started for 
their igloos they carried all they kept 
for them selves in their hands.

AID ACTS OF SPLENDID HEROISM I 


Graphic Side Lights on the 


Great Armed Conflict 
of the Nations.

A X Y a graphic side light on the 
war in Europe is contained in 
a paragraph here and there in 
tile stories which get past th*1 
w ary censors. 
Some of tile best of 
these are given here. 
Here tire two instances of individual 
French heroism: 
“ In a village on the point of occupa­ 
tion by German cavalry a French sol 
dier, the Just of his regiment there, 
heard a woman’s cries, 
lie turned 
back, 
A t that moment a uhlan patrol 
entered the village. 
The soldier hid 
behind a door aud then shot down tile 
first officer and then one of the sol­ 
diers. 
“ W hile the rest of the patrol lies! 
tated, tile soldier rushed out. seized tin* 
officer’s riderless horse, swung himself 
into the saddle and, hoisting the wom ­ 
an behind him, rode off amid a hail of 
bullets. 
Both reached the French lilies 
unscathed. 
“ The second act of bravery cost Hie 
hero his life. 
On the banks of tile Oise 
a captain of engineers had been order­ 
ed to blow up a bridge iii order to cov­ 
er the French retreat. 
“ W hen a detachment of the enemy 
appeared on the other side of the bridge 
the officer ordered his men back and 
then himself, running forward, fired 
the mine with his own hand, meeting 
a death which he must have known to 
be certain.” 


Spies’ Reckless Daring. 


“ The Germ an attempts are amazing­ 
ly daring near Toulon. 
Attempt fol­ 
lows attempt w ith an incredible indif­ 
ference to the sudden death which 
follows capture,” writes a correspond­ 
ent. 
“ One of the patrol thought be saw a 
movement down among tile vines on 
the side of a deserted road and knew 
that something was wrong, 
lit' im 
mediately gave a hail. 
As there was 
no reply he fired two shots among the 
vines. 
Some one gave a scream, and 
the soldier ran up with Ins bayonet at 
the ready. 
“ Three men jumped out from aroon 
the vines, and one of them fired twice 
at him with a revolver or automatic 
pistol. 
Ile was not hit and went right 
at them with his bayonet, firing again 
as he ran. 
Ile killed one man. 
More 
soldiers ran up, and they chased the 
tw o men that were left dovyn the de­ 
serted road to the little bay. 
There 
was a small petrol launch close in 
shore. 
Im m ediately 
afterw ard 
the 
launch put her bow around and went 
out to sea. 


Shot and Didn’t Realize It. 


“ B u t that’s not the most dramatic 
part of this evening’s business. It was 
suspected that more men had come 
ashore from the launch. 
A general 
alarm was sent out immediately. This 
precaution was well Justified, for two 
men were caught trying to blow up 
one of the railw ay bridges. 
'I hese tw o men were given exactly 
one 
minute 
to 
prepare 
themselves. 
They were shoved against tile pier of 
the bridge, and tile firing party shot 
. them from so close a distance that 
one man’s clothes caught fire. 
He 
didn’t seem to know that lie was bit 
at first, for he started trying to put 
out the places where his coat and vest 
were burning. 
Then lie went down 
plump on the ground. 
The other man 
died instantly. 
"W h e n the Germ an was trying to 
put out his burning clothes just before 
he slumped down he kept saying in 
broken 
English (not German, 
mind 
you): ‘I vin burn! 
I vin burn!’

“ And then up against the stars I 
saw the Zeppelin, perhaps a mile high 
and out over the outskirts of tile town. 
“ Another spark fell, and there was a 
third explosion. 
Then a new sound 
lilied the air. 
It began far away, 
it 
was the rattle of rifles, thousands of 
them. 
End er my window the soldiers 
began to shoot, the flashes lighting 
my room. 


“ I liirty thousand soldiers were shoot­ 
ing. each as fast as lie could fire with 
'us magazine rifle. 
The orders were 
not to try to flit tile Zeppelin unless it 
was overhead. 
E v e ry man’s duty was 
to shoot straight up.

lait the trawlers proceed slowly, with 
eagle eyed sailonnen iii their lookouts. 
The mine sweeper’s task is a risky 
one because the contact mines are very 
"quick oil the trigger.” 
The slightest 
contact of a vessel serves to set them 
off, and sometimes even being dragged 
from a vertical position, as when th e y 
are caught by the wire “ net” of the 
sweepers, will cause the mine to ex­ 
plode. 


But such an explosion as tins is not 
often fatal. 
\\ bile one of these mines 
exploded by contact with a ship is 
powerful enough to destroy a Dread 
nought, the force of tin* explosion docs 
not carry far through tin* water, and a 
mine exploding at even a short dis­ 
tance from a vessel does little or no 
harm. 
Mine sweeping is done in this way. 
Two trawlers work together, accom­ 
panied by a destroyer. 
loach traw ler 
drags behind her a stet*! hawser with 
a heavy iron weight on the end that 
scrapes along the bottom of the sen. 
These two iron weights are connected 
by a wire. 
Tin* two trawlers are thus 
connected by Hie wire, which forms 
the m ille “ net.” 
Several hundred yards apart the two 
vessels pursue parallel courses, mov­ 
ing slowly along. 
When there is a 
dragging of the wire the men know 
they have snagged a mine. 
Slow ly the 
two boats converge ami the infernal 
machine is drawn 
to

surface, 
\\ here one shot from the nearby de 
stroyer explodes it and one more men 
ace to shipping Is removed.

er than exUt like a half starved dog 
in deplorable surroundings. 
There being no capital punishment 
under Portuguese law, many of the 
convicts were of course of the most 
desperate type -notorious 
murderers, 
aud so on. 
Some of them, after a 
certain time and as a reward for good 
conduct were allowed 
to 
work 
on I 
parole, 
leaving the fortress in 
the 
morning and returning ut night, ply­ 
ing their various trades to their own 
advantage, 
others of a more danger­ 
ous character might be seen working 
In chains on the road, guarded 
by 
slovenly half caste sepoys. 
Outside 
the 
dungeon 
cells 
were 
whipping posts, over which poor crea­ 
tures flail to kneel, their arms and 
legs belngghound to iron rings, while 
lashes were administered with a ohl- 
cotte, a strip of hippo hide. 
Paliua- 
toritt was another torture used. 
A l­ 
though illegal to Portuguese law, it is 
nevertheless still widely used, calming 
excruciating 
pain. 
The 
Implement 
employed 
Is 
a 
flat, 
spoon 
shaped 
heavy piece of hard wood about an 
inch and a half thick, with a handle 
eighteen inches long, the spoon head 
being perforated with five holes. The 
person to be punMied extends tile 
palms of his hands, and sharp, regu­ 
lar blows are administered, which at 
each stroke suck up the flesh.

bravest can rarely stand more than 
thirty blows, for the tortured hands 
swell to double tlie!r natural 
size.

er the French retreat. 
“When a detachment of the enemy 
appeared on tile other Fid** of the bridge 
the officer o rd ered ids men back and 
then himself, running forward, fired 
the mine with his own hand, meeting 
a death which he must have known to 
be certain." 


Spies’ Reckless Daring. 


“The German attem pts are amazing­ 
ly daring near Toulon. 
Attempt fol­ 
lows attem pt with an incredible indif­ 
ference to the sudden death which 
follows capture," writes a correspond­ 
ent. 
"One of the patrol thought he saw a 
movement down among tile vines on 
the side of a deserted rood and know 
that something was wrong.

mediately gave a hail. 
As there was 
no reply he fired two shots among the 
vines.

Clever Tricks With Which Emergen­ 
cies Have Been Met. 
Engineering is filled with so many* 
tricks to meet emergencies that most 
of them pass unnoticed, but two have 
recently attracted the attention of en­ 
gineers because of their real oddity. 
One was a scheme for stopping a 
blazing leak in a big high pressure gas 
main in San Francisco. Some unknown 
men who wanted to make trouble set 
i aff a chemical preparation on the gas 
I main, with the result th a t in a few 
seconds a hole had been melted in the 
I main, the gas poured out and a great 
{ flame shot twenty-five feet in the ..'it. 
i it was then after midnight, and it was 
j very inadvisable to shut the big main 
off, so it was decided to make an at­ 
tempt to stop the leak without shutting 
off the gas. 
An oil well trick was used. 
An iron 
pipe six inches in diameter and twenty 
feet long was stood on end beside the 
gas main and then by careful manipu­ 
lation placed directly over the leak. 
This sent the leaking gas shooting 
through the pipe and flaming out a t the 
top twenty feet in the air. 
Some gas 
leaked out a t the bottom of tile pipe, 
but this was easily stopped, so the only 
flame was that at the top of the pipe. 
Ropes had been attached to the pipe, 
and finally at a given signal the ropes 
were yanked and tile pipe was thrown 
many feet away from the gas main. 
The pipe carried the flame with It. The 
leaking gas then shot directly into Hie 
afr from the main, but as there was 
no flame near it did not burn. 
It was 
then a comparatively simple task to 
plug the hole until perm anent repairs 
could lie made. 
The other scheme was to get to the 
top of a high chimney without using 
scaffolding or other expensive methods. 
The chimney rose two hundred feet be­ 
side a Missouri power plant, and it was 
proposed to attach a sign running up 
and down its side. 
A little parachute 
with a stout cord attached was pushed 
into the chimney a t the bottom, the 
flue gases carried It to the top and 
then out Into the air. 
It fell on one 
side, dragging the cord after i t 
Then 
by means of the cord a rope was pass­ 
ed up outside of the chimney and down 
tile inside and the chimney top was 
accessible.—Saturday Evening T ost

In actual battle the guns of a battery 
are lined up, and one loaded caisson is 
placed next to each gun. 
The entire 
battery is behind cover and generally 
cannot see the targets. 
The fire is di­ 
rected by each gunner aiming on a des­ 
ignated aiming point, with an instru­ 
ment set at a given deflection, so that 
the gun will actually point a t die tar­ 
get. 
This deflection is calculated by a 
triangulation method by the battery 
commander, 
who 
is 
some distance 
away from the battery either on ele­ 
vated ground, on a ladder or in a tree. 
The German system of obtaining the 
deflection is to measure th© angles by 
means of instruments, thereby attem pt­ 
ing to make the first shots effective, 
while th© tendency of die French sys­ 
tem is to estimate the first deflection, 
fire quickly and by observing the shot 
make necessary corrections for suc­ 
ceeding shots. 
The ranges are obtain. 
cd by base range finders, which are 
accurate within “OO yards for 5,000 or 
0,000 yard ranges. 


W hat How itzers Are For. 
The object of howitzers is mainly to 
fire a heavier projectile with a lower 
velocity at a much higher elevation and 
longer range. 
Assume, for instance, 
the enemy’s infantry intrenched behind 
embankments. 
With a high velocity 
the trajectory of the projectile for a 
given range is very flat, so that tho 
troops would be able to sit behind the 
cover and have all projectiles either 
strike tho embankment or pass over 
their beads. For this emergency a bat­ 
tery of howitzers is called into action. 
By reducing the charge die projectile 
may be started at a higher elevation, 
which causes the projectile to fall to 
♦ lie ground in a much more nearly ver­ 
tical path and enables it to be dropped 
back of the embankment. 
The object of field artillery is to sup­ 
port the infantry In its advances or 
its retreats, 
it aims to int the part 
of the enemy which is most dangerous 
to the friendly infantry and which 
would hinder its success. 
Since the 
enemy’s artillery would do the same 
tiling, it is evident that a modern b at­ 
tle will generally begin with an artil­ 
lery duel and that whichever side is 
able to silence tin* other's artillery will 
have a tremendous advantage 
As tile infantry advances the 
artillery must be in readiness to Ari 
over the advancing lines and attack 
parts of the enemy’s troops or must 
be able to move with lightning rapid­ 
ity to any other position where its fire 
is needed or is more effective. 
A bat­ 
tery of field artillery is a tactical unit 
composed of from four to eight guns 
aud ammunition wagons loaded with 
shell and shrapnel. 


Infantry Tactics. 
While it is probable the success of a 
battle will depend to a large extent on 
the support of the field artillery, it is 
certain, says tile write!*, that the prin­ 
cipal and most Important arm is the 
Infantry, which in practically every 
case must decide the final issue. 
The 
cavalry may be the firat to lie drawn 
Into .a lait tie, and the artillery max de­ 
stroy the enemy’s artillery, but a bat­ 
tle is never won until the infantry has 
driven back the enemy’s lines 
'rile usual mode of advancing for the 
infantry is to deploy them in ii line 
with a long interval between each sol­ 
dier. 
This naturally is for the pur­ 
pose of offering a smaller target for 
the enemy. 
It makes ii more diffi­ 
cult, however, for the leaders to keep 
is good control over the men. and for 
that reason one of the objects of lichi 
artillery is to make the enemy's troops 
deploy early. 
The Infantry soldier I* armed in all 
the countries with a rifle aud bayonet. 
I lie rifle is flu* weapon upon which 
reliance Is placed, the bayonet being 
used only as a bist means, when In a 
hand to hand encounter With the ene­ 
my.

BUILDING A LIGHTHOUSE. 


Rearing the Bell Rock Tow er W as a 
Perilous Piece of W ork. 
Right down to the time of John 
Smeaton, who invented the stone tow­ 
er, lighthouses were built of wood. 
It 
was S mea ton’s success in placing a 
stone edifice on tile dreaded Eddystone 
rooks in the eighteenth century which 
really gave an impetus to lighthouse 
building, and since then tile sea builder 
bas achieved many notable conquests 
in all parts of the globe. 
The next erected was that built by 
it. Stevenson on the Bell rock, on tao 
famous Inch calic reef, off the coast of 
Scotland. 
The construction of this 
lighthouse was one long, terrible battle 
with the mary sea. 
The securing of 
tilt* foundations, naturally the most 
hazardous part of the whole undertak­ 
ing, proved exceedingly difficult. 
It is recorded that the men worked 
with desperation. 
Only two could re­ 
main on tho rock at a time, but they 
stuck there with the tenacity of leech­ 
es, the cold waters of the North sen 
bearing down every few minutes and 
sweeping entirely over them. 
When 
tho first stone was at last swung into 
^ position the men, ragged, chilled and 
field ] worn with the awful struggle, clung to 
the iron rods which they had erected 
upon the reef aud cheered madly, like 
soldiers Just over the ramparts of an 
enemy’s fort. 
Again and 
gain they were absolute­ 
ly driven from the rock. 
When the 
tower began to appear well above the 
sea terrible storms arose and swamped 
the 
works. 
On 
several 
occasions 
blocks weighi lg as much as tw o tons 
were ruthlessly turn out of their places 
and swept Into the sea despite dove­ 
tailed joints and portland cement. 
In 
(be end the sea builder proved victori­ 
ous, as lie alive - does, but It cost four 
years’ labor and the expenditure of 
£ GO,OOO before the lighthouse stood 
complete.—Wide World Magazine.

How cannon are used in an actual 
battle Is a most Interesting subject 
dealt w ith la the Scientific American. 
In actual battle the guns of a battery 
are lined up, and one loaded caisson is 
placed next to each gun. 
The entire 
buttery is behind cover and generally 
cannot see tho targets. 
The tire is di­ 
rected by each gunner aiming on a des­ 
ignated aiming point, xvlth an Instru­ 
ment set at a given deflection, so that 
the gun xviii actually point a t the tar­ 
get. 
This deflection is calculated by a 
triangulation method by the battery 
commander, 
who is 
some 
distance 
away from the battery either on ele­ 
vated ground, on a ladder or in a tree. 
The German system of obtaining the 
deflection is to measure tile angles by 
means of Instruments, thereby attem pt­ 
ing to make the first shots effective, 
while the tendency of the French sys­ 
tem is to estim ate the first deflection, 
fire quickly and by observing the shot 
make necessary corrections for suc­ 
ceeding shots. 
The ranges are obtain­ 
ed by base range finders, which are 
accurate within HUO yards for 5,000 or 
0,000 yard ranges. 


W hat H ow itzers Are For. 
The object of howitzers is mainly to 
fire a heavier projectile with a lower 
velocity at a much higher elevation and 
longer range. 
Assume, for Instance, 
the enemy’s Infantry intrenched behind 
embankments. 
With a high velocity 
the trajectory of the projectile for a 
given range Is very fiat, so that tho 
troops would be able to sit behind the 
cover and have nil projectiles either 
strike the embankment or pass over 
their heads. For Ibis emergency a bat­ 
tery of howitzers is called into action. 
By reducing the charge the projectile 
luny be started at a higher elevation. 
' which causes the projectile to fall to 
the ground in a much more nearly ver­ 
tical path and enables it to l>e dropped 
back of the embankment. 
The object of field artillery Is to sup- 
I port the infantry In its advances or 
its retreats. 
It aims to hit the part 
of the enemy which is most dangerous 
to the friendly infantry aud which 
would hinder its success. 
Since the 
enemy’s artillery would do the same 
thing, it is evident that a modern bat­ 
tle will generally begin with an artil­ 
lery duel and that whichever side is 
able to silence the other's artillery will 
have a tremendous advantage. 
As the infantry advances the field 
artillery m ust be in readiness to fire 
over the advancing lines and attack 
parts of the enemy’s troops or must 
be able to move xvii Ii lightning rapid­ 
ity to any other position where its tire 
is needed or is more effective. 
A bat­ 
tery of field artillery is a tactical unit 
composed of from four to eight guns 
aud ammunition wagons loaded with 
shell and shrapnel. 


Infantry Tactic*. 
While it is probable the success of a 
battle will depend to a large extent on 
the support of the field artillery, it is 
certain, says tile writer, that tile prin­ 
cipal and most important ann is Hie 
infantry, which in practically every 
ease must decide the final issue. 
The 
cavalry may be the first to be drawn 
into a battle, and the artillery may de­ 
stroy the enemy's artillery, hut a bat­ 
tle is never won until the Infantry has 
driven hack the enemy's lines 
The usual mode of advancing for the 
infantry is to deploy them iii a line 
with a long Interval between each sol­ 
dier. 
This naturally is for the pur- 
Ilose of offering a smaller target for 
the enemy. 
It makes it more diffi­ 
cult. however, for the leaders to keep 
as good control over the men. and for 
that reason one of the objects of field 
artillery is to make the enemy's troops 
deploy early. 
The Infantry soldier is armed iii all 
the countries xx it Ii a rifle and bayonet. 
The rifle is the weapon upon which 
reliance Is placed, the bayonet being 
used only as a last means, when In a 
hand to hand encounter with tile ene­ 
my.

The next erected was that built by 
It. Stevenson on tho Boll rock, on the 
famous Inch cape reef, off the coast of 
Scotland. 
The construction of this 
lighthouse was one long, terrible battle 
with the angry sea. 
The securing of 
the foundations, naturally the most 
hazardous part of the xvbole undertak­ 
ing, proved exceedingly difficult 
It is recorded that the men worked 
with desperation. 
Only two could re­ 
main on the rock at a time, but they 
stuck there xvi th tho tenacity of leech­ 
es, the cold waters of the North sea 
bearing down every few minutes and 
sweeping entirely over them. 
When 
tho first stone was at last swung into 
position the men, ragged, chilled and 
worn with the awful struggle, clung to 
the iron rods which they had erected 
upon the reef and cheered madly, like 
soldiers Just out the ram parts of an 
enemy’s fort. 
Again and again they were absolute­ 
ly driven from the rock. 
When the 
tower began to appear xvell above the 
sea terrible florins arose and swamped 
the 
works.

occasions 
blocks weighing as much as txvo tons 
xvere ruthlessly torn out of their places 
and swept into the sea despite dove­ 
tailed joints n i l portland cement.

the end the sen builder proved victori­ 
ous, as he alwnv > does, but It cost four 
years’ labor and the expenditure of 
£00,000 before the lighthouse stood 
complete.—Wide World Magazine.
